asked a young fellow 
point blank what the community 
could do to keep him out of mis¬

The youngster resent¬ 
ed the basis of the question and 
who wouldn’t in the army or 
out? 

Now it appears the Army 
camps are measuring up to the 
emergency they created. Taking 
their cue, perhaps, from the war 
diaries of their own dads, they 
have surveyed their ranks and 
found, among other things, the 
cream of the nation’s young ar¬ 
tists — singers, painters, play¬ 
wrights, actors, band leaders, 
masters of ceremony, musicians. 

Already they have astonished 
the civilian population with their 
own musical extravaganzas — 
written and produced in camp, 
worthy of Broadway openings. 
They are delighting critical city 
audiences as well as their fellow 
draftees with symphony music. In 
the various cantonments they are 
producing all manner of equally 
worthy works requiring talent, 
effort, athletic prowess and spare 
time. 

Civilian effort to help keep up 
the morale of army men shouldn’t 
slacken, of course. But it is a 
pleasant surprise to many of 
those civilians to find that these 
boys of ours—healthy, alert and 
normal—aren’t just standing by, 
pouting and waiting to be enter¬ 
tained. They are entertaining 
themselves and outsiders as well, 
and having good fun at it. 


ROUGH ROAD FOR H.C.L. 


That unwelcome guest in every 
household, HCL, has put his foot 
on the threshold of America's 
homes, but there Is no reason to 
call upon Uncle Sam to club the 
intruder with forcible price con¬ 
trols. 

A certain increase in living 
costs in evitable today, due to the 
great defense spending program, 
the demands of other democracies 
for our food, and the markedly 
huskier appetites of the men in 
the armed forces. 

Since last April, the nation’s 
living costs have inched up 4.6 
per cent. Most of that gain has 
occurred within the last few 
weeks. Between March and April, 
the increase in leading California 
cities amounted to between two 
and three per cent. But it is 
worth noting that in the period 
immediately before the World 
War, when the nation had none 
of the large-scale distribution fa¬ 
cilities to ensure adequate sup¬ 
plies of food at minimum cost 
it now enjoys, food prices went 
on a pell-mell spree. Between De¬ 
cember 1915 and December 1916, 
they climbed 19.9 per cent. 

In judging present Increases in 
food costs it is perhaps fairer to 
compare them, not with the re¬ 
cent depression years of low pur¬ 
chasing power, but with a year 
like 1929 when purchasing power 
was at full tide. This reveals, to 
take but two examples, that the 
price of beefsteak at the butcher’s 
was 10 to 20 per cent lower in 
March '41 than in March ’29, and 
the price of pork chops 13 to 60 
per cent lower this Spring than 
in the Spring of ’29. 

Meanwhile, leading members of 
the food Industry have put Into 
effect a voluntary program, the 
1941 Model Food Administration. 
The 19 4 1 model, recognizing 
America's superior resources in 
the production and distribution of 
goods, is dedicated to maintaining 
adequate food supplies, operating 
with maximum efficiency, dis¬ 
couraging speculation and hoard¬ 
ing, and holding as firm a check 
rein as possible on prices. Mr. 
HCL will have a hard time stag¬ 
ing a rampage anything like that 
of the World War I period.

Back from South America as 
a member of the fact-finding ex¬ 
pedition—not a good will tour! 
composed of prominent American 
industrial scientists, Dr. Milton 
Silverman, San Francisco bio¬ 
chemist and author, has several 
trenchant comments to make on 
his 26,000 mile tour of the neigh¬ 
ing continent. 

With more modesty than most, 

Dr. Silverman says that to quali¬ 
fy as an expert on South Ameri¬ 
can affairs you must either stay 
there less than a week or more 
than ten years. Not as an expert 
therefore, but merely as an astute 
observer, he brings back the fol¬ 
lowing conclusions: The Latin 
American countries are rapidly 
becoming surfeited with good will 
tours, the occasional visits of U.S.
